The debate was continued by Messrs. 


Dockeryof Missouri, Shafroth of Col- 
orado, Cox ot Tennessee and Ogden of 
Louisiana, supporting Mr. Newlands, 
and by Binghani of Pennsylvania, 
Johnson of Indiana and Cannon of 
Illinois, against the proposition. 


The principal opposition came from 


Mr. Blngham 'of Pennsylvania, who 
argued that Carson was but 250 miles' 
from San Francisco,'that it was off the 
line of direct transportation, that it 
was away from the centers of popula- 
tion and that tbs coin bad to be trans- 
ported east at an expense. He argued 
that the mint had fallen into disuse 
and cited the testimony of Mr. Preston, 
Director of the Mint, in support^?, the 
assertion. The. appropriation was vig- 
orously attacked by the Republicans 
on the grounds of uselussness and that 
economy.demanded its abolition.. 


Mr. Ne'wlVnds. ' Will" the gentleman 


allow'me to make an inquiry. The 
gentleman stated that Carson City was 
off the line of .'travel. 


MX*. Bingham. Off the "main line ot 


the railroad. 


Mr. Newlands. I 
wiBh to inform 


that there is a continuous line of rail- 
roads, stretching from the north to the 
south, on tha aastern side of the 
Sierra Nsradas, of abont 400 miles, 
consisting of .three railroads, and, these 
are all contributory to .Carson aad they 
all penetrate mining regions of great 
value and importance, raining regions 
whose productions are being stimu- 
lated every day. 


Then followed a running discussion 


end at the close of the debate Mr. 
Newlands arose saying: 


Mr. Newlancls. I only ask for a mo- 


ment in which to say there are really 
only three mints now in operation, the 
San Francisco mint, the Philadelphia 
mint, and the Carson mint. The Den- 
ver mint is not yet in operation, a id 
will not be for a year .or more. The 
Carson mint is the only one that is 
established within the five or six min- 
ing Slates which produce all the bullion 
of the country. An appropriation of 
only-$32,500 is asked in order to main- 
tain this mint. Th.o country is sepa- 
rated from San ' -sTranciaco and the 
California coast by the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, which .constitute a natural 
division. 
There are no 
difficulties 


whatever with reference ;.o transporta- 
tion to t.ha-Carsou mint, aud the min- 
ing regions absolutely tributary to that 
mint era autflcient. to sustain the op-' 
eruiious thnt are asked for. 


Mr. Biaghiiui. I ask for a vote on

Mr. Cannon. I want to auk what it 


is.

Mr. Newlands. Jeo. 
Mr. Cannon. I only w»utto say one 


thing, and theu I urn ready for a vote. 
I wish to vote whatever is necessary 
for tiio public service, and would like 
to vote for a mint, if it ia necessary. I 
do not blame ths geutlemau from Ne- 
vadn, with nil my esteem for him, for 
wanting this appropriation made. If 
I were in his place, I should do that, 
because this ia a representative govern- 
ment. Now, here is a mint awny out 
there in the mountains, in a great cen- 
ter of population. (Laughter.) Why, 
therp are nearly 45,000 people iu tfmt 
noagniflcent Staie; and this is an ap-' 
propriation of $39,000 for a miuf, 'or 
nearly $1 to each inhabitant. Now, I 
do notthiuk that is necessary for mint 
purposes. Perhaps, though, as one of 
the industries out there, it might be 
apt. (Laughter) 


Mr. Newlatids. It is true tho popu- 


lation of Nevada is sparse. I once up. 
peared before the Attorney-General to 
urge the appointment of a distinguish- 
ed Judge from Nevada as a Circuit 
Judge on that coast. He lookt-d at me 
rather quizically, and ho said; "Mr. 
Newlantis, don't you thiiik that Ne- 
vada has hsd enough, coBoidwing the 
tparaeness of...her population?" My 
answer was, "No; not if you consider 
the brains of her mefl." And I ask 
for this as a tribute,to the intelligence 
of Nevada. (Laughter.) 


The Chairman.. The question ia on 


the amendment offered by the gentle- 
man from Nevada [Mr. Newlands.] 


Mr. Bingham. • I ask for the reading 


of the amendment. 


The Chairman. '.The Olerk'will read 


the amendment again, without object- 
ion. 


The amendment was attain read.

Bfo Ntfwlands has secured the sup-port 


of all tho Democrats, ;SiIver men; Pop- 
pljgtB and Western silver Republicans. 
Added to this a number of Eastern Re- 
pablicans will refrain from voting 
kgainst the Minjfc :but of personal con- 
sideration for :Mr. |?ewiarid8 and the 
only hop'eJs that, a sufficient number 
of Republicans will remain away, the 
day of the vote to allow the combind 
vote of the Democrats and silver men 
to carry the day. Mr. Newlands is con- 
ducting a. vigorous canvass of the 
House on the question and will make 
a stubborn resiitance. 
Tfie fact that 


Speaker Reed left the ohair to'vbte in 
the Committee of the Whole'&nd:waB 
conspicuous by'the fact that he led the 
vote when tellers were demanded is 
a sufficient, indication'to .the party 
under his control what his "desires are. 


It is but one more revelation -of the 


real attitude of'the Republican party 
upon legislation affecting ' the inter- 
ests of the west arid especially Nevada. 
They have destroyed onr leading iri- 
sustry and now would efface arery in- 
stitution whose memory is in any way 
connected with that industry. 


Washoe oh Velvet. 


For a number of years past Washoe 


county has always had a large floating 
udebte'dness, at the close of the books 
fp» the : year and- the. opening for the 
sacc.eeding year -and practically re- 
quiring the revenue of the next year to 
settle up the debt of .the past. 


During the year of 1897 not a single 


riece of county script has been issued 
and the year 1898 will open up with 
plenty of funds on baud.

Souse jusc before the holidays con- 
tained no appropriation whatever for 
;he Carson Mint, not oven making pro- 
viaioti for a watchman and contained 
no p 'ovision for an assay office. The 
effect of the bill being to abolish both 
he Mint and the assay office. 
Congressman Newlands secured per- 


mission to offer an amendment in tbe 
Jommittee of the Whole, and after a 
igorous fight enlivened by considera- 
ble entertaining debate, succeeded in 
securing tbe passage of the amendmout 
by a olose vote, an analysis of which 
shows that it was made on strictly 
jarty lines, the Republican party being 
almost solidly opposed to the Mint 
and tbe Democrats and silver men for 
t. 
The defense made by Nevada's Con- 


rressmau and the line of argument 
adopted by him m answering the mU- 
•epresontations of eastern Republicans 
?reatly strengthened his case, and can 
Dest be appreciated by Nevada people 
by calling their 'attention to the run- 
ning debate on the question In the 
Jommittee of the Whole, whioh is here- 
with published in full.

>'jd an sumciputory attack on the Car- 
eon Mn.it by Caunon of Illinois brought 
Mr. Nuwlauds to his feet, aud thf< sub- 
orned 19 a rebnme of the debate on 
that point: 


Mr. Kawlandf. Mr Chairman, al- 
liougb I have not heard ail of this 
iebdte, I understand t'u. objection to 


ur,,'od to the proposition thdt there 


are to-ciay a sufficient number of assay 
offices belonging to the government of 
ho United States, and tbdt huch an 
lifcce nt Deadwood, South Dakota, is 
not ie joired Now, I wish to s.iy some- 
time \uti» reference to the growl h of 
hid busmen of mintage «nd assaying 
n the TJnuet" States. In 1 he early hie- 
ory of our country the mint WRB es- 
tablished at tLiladelphia. Why? Be- 
cause at that time Philadelphia wae 


ery near the center of population—a 


population not then engaged in any 
way in the production of the precious 
met-ila. AU that was necessary then 
vasammt thtt would turu into coin 
ho bullion or coin coming in from 
ithpr countries. 


F-iiico ihat tirus there has been e. gi eat 


"evilntion in the production of the 
previous metals in this country. Rich 
gold aud silver deposits Uuve been 
disooveied in the great west—in the 
Rocky Mountains, in the Sierra Nevada 
Vloantains. Yot, ignoring the fact that 
the production of silrer is in the west, 
we hire baeu constantly increasing the 
mintage and assaying facilities ot the 
east. Instead of putting the mints 
where the minei tire, we have been 
transporti&g our bullion to the Phila- 
delphia mint, and minting there the 
products ot mines 3,000 miles away. 
We have been constantly enlarging tbe 
Philadelphia mint, at great expense. 
Vow, what would the gentleman from 
Philadelphia think of me if I should 
suggest than an armor plate plant to 
be constructed by the government be 
placed upon the heights ot the Rocky 
Mountains? 


What would he think if it should be 


suggested that a navy yard should be 
established upon Lake Tahoe? Yet 
aere we have the proposition gravely 
urged, Congress after Congress that, 
'hough the mineral produotion of tbe 
great west amounts to nearly a hun- 
dred millien dollars annually, that 
product shall ba transported a distance 
of 3,000 miles to be coined and minted 
in the east. We have helped you gen- 
;lemen of the cast to open your mills, 
and now you propose to close our 
mints; and you propose to close them 
at just those points of production 
where these two occupations, mining 
and minting, should be linked to- 
gether. Where do you have your assay 
offices f In New York, in St. Louis, in 
Philadelphia, and even in Charlotte, N. 
0'., to which no objection is made by 
tbe Committee on Appropriations. 


Mr. JBingbam 
All mints have an 


assay office. 


Mr. Newlands. Yes; but there is no 


mint at St. Louis, although you have 
an ass ly olfiVa theie, For sll practical 
purposes St. Louis 13 about as remote 
from tho mining regions aa Philadel- 
phia We r3gard St. Louis as a portion 
of the great east-, not ot the gnat west. 


Bat howis it with Charlotte, N. O.r 


Will the gentleman claim that there is 
necessity for a mint there? If there ia 
any large production of either gold or 
silver there, that is another question. 
The Appropriation Committee give a 
considerable MIDI for the Charlotte 
assay office. Now, I have no objection 
in the world to their having such an 
office there. If, I repeat, there is any 
production whatever of gold or silver 
in North Carolina, that production 
should be stimulated by tbe govern- 
ment of the United States, and if tbe 
creation ot an agtmy office in the min- 
eral regions will stimulate that indus- 
try, I claim that there should be no 
hesitation in making appropriation for 
it. 


But, Mr. Chairman, I am oppoaed to 


the system of appropriating to the east 
all of the industries that belong to the 
west, industries th»t can be properly 
and economically conducted near the 
source of production. 


I shall have a few more words to ei>y 


on this subject when tbe question of 
the Carsou mint shall ba reached; but 
now I rise only for the purpose of say- 
ing that I hope the request of the gen- 
tleman from South Dakota will be 
granted, and that the State will bo rec- 
ognized as the fifth mineral-producing 
Stato of tho country by inserting in xhe 
luw the amendment he presents. 


At thla point Cannon of Illinois B">t 


the floor, and among other tbingH said: 
But," says 017 vwry intelligent and 
learned friend from Nevada, for whom 
I have very great respect, "presently 
we shall come to the mint at Carson, 
and I 
shall have something to say 


about that." 


Mr. Newlands. Do not anticipate. 
Mr. Cannon. If I recollect aright tilts 


mint at Carson is omitted from this 
appropriation. 
Why? Because when 


the, population of Nevada was larger 
and she got her two S«D»torB, away 
back in boom times, under the cry of 
benefiting the poor man, we being 
insufficiently advised, • ot only estab- 
lished an assay otfl*'V'but a mint at 
Carson. I say it with respect, but if 
you will go back to tbe appropriation 
bills, you will find that the oXcera ot 
that mint, without doing a great deal of 
mintage, have run a verv profitable 
industry at that coint. Now, in fact, 
we have no more uae for an essay office 
at Deadwood cr an assay office in Ne- 
vada nor an assay office in these miu. 
mg camps tban we have for any other 
thing we do not need. 


Mr. Newlanda. Will tbe gentleman 


permit a question?

friend's athletic exercises for just one 
observation? (Laughter.) 


Mr. Camion. Certainly. And I hope 


I sball have developed strength enough 
to keep jou from lifting any more 
money oat of the treasury for a ageless 
mint at Oarson. 


Mr. Kelley. Mr. Chairman, I move

Mr. Newlands. Arsuming, aa i» the 


fact, tha.t there is a United States mint 
at Philadelphia uud one at Carson, and 
assuming that $600,000,000 in gold and 
silver, in almost equal proportions, 
were produced in the State ot Pennsyl- 
vania near the Philadelphia mint, what 
would the gentleman think of the 
policy of a government which would 
send tloat $600,000,000 ot bullion 8,000 
miles across the continent to be coined 
into money? Yet that would be prac- 
tically equivalent to what is done. Six 
hundred million dollars ot Nevada's 
gold and silver have gone to the Phila- 
delphia mint. 


Mr. Bingham. Th» gentleman knows 


that it is the only laUy equipped mint 
in the country. 


Mr. Newlands. Well, Ido not accuse 


the gentleman from Pennsylvania ol 
anything like greed, but I do aay that 
all psychologists admit that on these 
occasions there is a certain unconscious 
cerebration which affects tbr minds ot 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts states- 
men in regard to every industry of 
tboae communities. (Laughter). Why

Mr. Rowlands. Mr. Chairman, the 


customary five minutes will not permit 
me to present all I wish to submit on 
tbe subject, and I will ask the indulg- 
ence of the House for at least ten min- 
utes. 


Tbe Chairman. The gentleman from 


Nevada asks permission to speak con- 
tinuously ten minutes. Is there ob- 
jection? [After a pause.] Tbe Chair 
lears none. 


Mr. Newlands. Mr. Chairman, there 


are, or were, five mints In the United 
States: One at Philadelphia, one at San 
Francisco, one at New Orleans, one in 
irocess of construction at Denver, and 
one at Carson. The mint at Carson is 
abolished by this act. The question 
has arisen in the discussion of tbe laat 
amendment as to where the coinage 
should properly be doue—whether in 


East, iu tbe great commercial and 


banking centers of tbe country, or in 
the West, where the bullion ia pro- 
duced—and my learned friend from 


llinois [Mr. Connou) labored under 
tbe misapprehension that these assay 
offices and mints were organized in tbe 
Western States with a view of enabling 
he miners there to get A higher price 
for their product, unmindful of the 
'act tbat so far as gohi 13 concerned— 
and coinage ia now confined to gold, 
except as to the accumulated stock— 
t is the privilege of the miner now to 
;ake his bullion to the mint and have 
it turned into coin; that he receives 
;he coin, the Government making no 
aurchase of bullion whatever. The 
question is whbther that convenience 
should be afforded to him nearer the 
source of production or 3,000 miles 
away, in the Eastern States. 


Au>l here let uie make the suggestion 


.hat hud tho mining regions of this 
country been opened when our Govern- 
ment waa formed, undoubtedly tbe 
mints would htivj been placed nearer 
:ha mines, juat us every industry la 
placed near tha source of the product 
with which it deals. There is no doubt 
tbat had all the bullion of the country, 
the gold and tbe silver, produced dur- 
ing tbe past thirty years been mined in 
"be West, our financial condition would 
lave bfieu much better, for iu that CUBE, 
witb both tne gold aud silver, tbe 
miner would simply have received in 
payment gold and silver coin. Now, 
imagine how that would have simpli- 
fied the silver question. These people 
in tbe west were accustomed to the use 
of metallic money. The people of the 
East were unaccustomed to the uae of 
metallic money. 


Why, 
metallic money burdly existed 


for ytaia before the aar. It did not 
exist during thu WKT. The people of 
tho East had become accustomed to 
paper money aud unaccustomed to 
either silver or gold, and rejected (he 
use of l<otb. So that we had paper m 
the Euet iu broadest uae, whereas on 
the Pacific Coast and in the mountain 
States the feeling was quite to the con- 
trary. There they are used to the coin, 
and do not like the paper money. I 
find tbat I have to revolutionize my 
own habits twice every jear in the way 
of becoming accustomed to paper and 
metallic money. I go West and recur 
to the use of the metallic money, and I 
find that I do not like to have twenty- 
dollar gold pieces and silver Coins iu 
my pocket, and after I become accus- 
tomed to them I prefer them to paper; 
and then after awhile, on my return 
East, I strike paper money again and 
hate no metallic money, and paper 
money is distasteful to me, for it seems 
to be the storehouse of contagion of 
every kind. 


Now, 
this ia a mere matter of babit. 


Had we consulted the habits of the 
West, wo would have permitted the 
owners of silver bullion to present it at 
bhe mint and to receive either its coin- 
age value or its market value, according 
to existing legislation, in absolute coin, 
receiving in the one case all aud in tbe 
other only a part, the difference be- 
tween the market value and the coin- 
age value being retained by tbe Gov- 
ernment as seigniorage. And what 
would bare been the result? Probably 
three-fourths or more of tbe bills of 
the miners are for wages. The silver 
coin is paid to the miners, who pay it 
to the men from whom they obtain 
their supplies, and tbe merchants aee 
it in buying ffour aad eraiu »nd clothes 
and other supplies. 


Thus you would find the actual use 


of silver extending to the entire West- 
ern region, where they are accustomed 
to it, and gradually to the Southern 
and Middle Western States, where also 
they are accustomed to it and like it, 
and you -would nave a circulation of

So I say a wise public pohcy would 


have put your mills near your raw 
products, your mints near yocr mines, 
and tbe result would have been tbat 
both gold and silver would, from these 
centers of produotion and centers ot 
coinage, hav* been spread all over tbe 
Western, and the Southern and the 
Mid lie Western region, and wooM 
gradually reach the Ea»t itself, and 
accustom the people there to the use 
of the only real money,tbe only irxmey! 
of redamption. 


Now we come to the question ol what 


justice requirus at this time. Phila- 
delphia has thus 
far appropriated 


almost all of the coinage of the silver 
and gold product in the West. Only 
recently, outside of the legislation re- 
lating to tbe Carson mint, has favora- 
ble legislation been introduced relat- 
ing to the Denver mint, a miut which 
ia not yet completed. Increased ap- 
propriations have been made for tbe 
Philadelphia mint, while diminishing 
appropi iationa have been made for this 
Western mint. 


Now, 
gentlemen, I wish to say, with 


reference to Nevada, tbat the total pro- 
duct of both gold and ell-fir in the 
United States has been a little less than 
two billions and a halt since 1860, and 
ihat Nevada haa produced, in almost 
equal proprotious of tbe two metalp, 
one-fourth of thin amount. I said to a 
friend tho other day with reference to 
;hls legislation, that it was hardlyja 
graceful action to take away tbe mint 
Irorn Nevada, a State which had pro- 
duced one-fourth of the country's met- 
allic stock, and he added, parenthfttieal- 
ly "And thnte-fonrths of the hell." All I 
liave to say with reference to that i», 
that this remonstrance from Nevada is 
a natural remonstrance against lagiala* 
ion which has (destroyed the leading 
industry of Unit Stule and paralyzed it. 


You can understand what this would 


mean simply ns an industrial question 
as applied to ibe irou mills or the steel 
plants ot Pennsylvania, or to th* eot» 
ton mills aud woolen mills of Massa- 
chusetts. It in a natiual and Wealthy 
and indignant protest against what tbe 
Stato of Nevada regards as bad and 
destructive legislation. Now, it is true 
that tue bullion production of that 
State has declined. She is no longer 
producing silver in large quantities. 
There is no stimulus now for the pro- 
duction of silver, aud the people ot 
Nevada have turned their attention to 
gold. Already this yfcur it ia evideut 
tbat tbe pioduct of gold will probably 
be double that of last year. Tbe total 
ot both gold and Kilver production of 
that State <s now pretty nearly $6^000,- 
000, of which, I beliove, threo-ttfths is 
gold.
